When it is remetnberec 
that the fattening- period is a short 
one—the shorter the better—tha feeder 
should do all in his power to have 
the hogs assimilate the largest possi- 
ble proportion of the food nutrients 
of the meals consumed. The. greatest 
gain from amount of food consumed is 
made during the first fonr or five 
weeks of the fattening period and the 
greater the gain made during this 
period the better, for the reason that 
after that period additional gain can 
only be made by the feeding of a larger 
amount of food per hundred pounds 
of gaia aad the amount of food con- 
sumed for each, pound of gain Increases 
fast the longer the pigs are fed. Our 
argument ia, tien, that during the 
first period of feeding upon corn meal 
more than, at any other time, tie hogs 
should not be allowed to driak water 
after or during tae feeding time, as 
it will tend to waste food, lessen the 
amount of food nutrients assimilated, 
and so lessen the amount of gain made 
per huadred pounds of food consumed.

Dr. Herman Koeniger. a. German ot

Parvirte, a French scientist, feels jus- 
tified in claming that a person may by 
simply sneezing commit homicide. "Dr. 
Koeniger," he says, "has clearly 
proved that a person 
•who speaks, 


coughs and sneezes in 
a 
room 
in 


which there is no appreciable current 
of air disseminates gerrr1; to a distance 
of more than seven niucers, and that 
these germs are carried in all direc- 
tions and even to a height of more 
than two meteru. As few persons talk 
alike, 
the germs 
disseminated 
by 


speech vary greatly, some of them re- 
maining in suspension for an hour, 
and others only for a quarter of an 
hour, the latter being especially the 
case when there is even a slight cur- 
rent of air. On the other hand, germs 
are very 
quickly 
disseminated 
by 


coughing and sneezing, and the small- 
er the microbes are the- further they 


likely to 
spread. 
Among such 


tiny microbes are those of influenza 
,.nd the plague, whereas among the 
larger ones are those of tuberculosis 
and diphtheria. Evidently, therefore, 
the danger is greatest whenever there 
is the greatest number of microbes 


:hin a person's mouth. In view of 


Dr. Koeniger's discovery it will be 
wall for everyone to keep as far away 
as possible from persons who cough 
and sneeze. Physicians advise persons 
suffering from colds to gargle 
anc 


keep their mouths cleansed, but is that 
sufficient and are any such precau- 
tions a guarantee against diphtheria? 
In any case a person should always 
coTer 'his mouth with his hand or his 
handkerchief before 
he 
coughs or 


sneezes. Sneezing seems an innocent 
act, but Dr. Koeniger's new 
experi- 


ments show that it could very easily 
be used as a weapon with -which to 
commit homicide."
